Rejjort from. Kobe — Inspection of vessels — Examination of emigrants. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Slade reports, October 14- 

During the week ended October 10, supplemental bills of health 
were granted to 4 steams^hips. 

One hundred and eleven members of crews and 210 steerage passen- 
gers were inspected. Thirty-one steerage passengers were bathed 
and disinfected. Their effects were disinfected by steam. The num- 
ber of pieces of baggage steamed was T4 and of bedding 60. Mani- 
fests were visaed for 93,583 pieces of freight, amounting to 8,074 tons. 

Emigrants were examined as follows: Steamship Tosa Maru for 
Seattle, passed 14, recommended for rejection, 8; steamship Manchuria 
for Honolulu, passed 12, recommended for rejection, 5. The emi- 

§ rants passed, together with 5 intending passengers to Victoria by 
le steamship Tosa Marv, were inspected, bathed, and disinfected. 
Their effects were disinfected before embarkation. 

Report from Nagasaki — Status of cholera at Moji and Wakamatsu. 

Consul Scidmore reports, September 28: 

At Moji, from September 2 to 26, there were 61 cases of cholera 
with 31 deaths reported. 

At Wakamatsu conditions are improved and no new cases of 
cholera have appeared since September 15, when there were reported 
6 cases and 3 deaths. The disease made its tirst appearance at 
Wakamatsu August 25. 

MEXICO. 

Report from Mexico City — Further relative to outbreak of typhus fever. 

The following information is received from the American embassy, 
through the Department of State, under date of November 6: 

October 25. During the past week 25 cases of typhus fever were 
registered in the Federal District. In addition to these, 50 cases were 
registered in Belem prison. During the preceding week a total of 171 
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cases wks registered, with 75 new cases. Tiie entire force of sanitary 
inspectors is at work in all portions of the Federal District to prevent 
the spread of the disease. 

Report from Progreso — Inspection and fumigation of vessels— Yellow 
fever at Merida — Sanitary conditions. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Harrison reports, October 24: 
Period from October 16 to 24: Four steamships received bills of 
health; one was fumigated. The members of crews numbered 202; 
passengers from this port, 40. 

Several new cases of yellow fever have occurred in Merida, of 
which cases 2 were in the lazaretto of the hospital and one in a pri- 
vate residence. All the cases originated in or near Merida. The 
number of foci in the city is 11 or 12. There is a large swamp on the 
south side of Progreso and extending the whole length of the town. 
Owing to the frequent and heavy rains of the past several months 
the swamp is flooded with water that is fresh in many places and only 
slightly brackish in others.
